Commission Urged to Inspect 


System of Canals Supply- 
ing-Lowell Mills 
v 


Special to The Sun 


STATE HOUSE, Boston. June 2S.— 


Arthur T. Safford, chief engineer for 
the Locks and Canals company, was 
one of the speakers who addressed the 
special commission on water resources 
yesterday in relation to its investi- 
gation of the water powers of the 
commonwealth. Mr. Safford urged the 
commission to rpake a tour of inspec- 
tion of the entire Merrimack valleyi 


\ and especially to look over the sys- 
| tern of canals from which Lowell mills 
derive.much of their power. 


Mr. Safford said' the industries -of 


I Lowell require abouB»GO,COO horse pow- 


I er for their operation; of this vast 
: quantity, an average of about 24,000 


1 horse power is furnished throughout 
i the year by the river, and the remain- 
j ing 36,000 comes from coal. 


j 
He said the Lowell company would 


j welcome additional' storage facilities 
at the head- waters of the river, but 


• those are 
in New Hampshire out of 


control of this state, and the prob- 
lem of apportioning fairly the cost 
of any increased storage capacity has 
always proven an insurmountable one. 


The improvement at Lowell, Mr. Saf- 


ford said, was begun more than one 
hundred years ago. At that time the 
Locks and Canals company -went up 
into New Hampshire and began stor- 
ing water, but subsequently it .was 
practically taxed out of the state, and 
control of the head.waters passed into 
the hands of the Winnepesaukee Pa- 
per company at Laconia, located on 
the Winnepesaukee river, which flows 
into the Merrimack at Franklin. The 
Locks and Canals company, he said, 
has been served about as well through 
the control qf that company, over the 
river as it would have been through 
direct ownership. 


TV. Rodman Peabod3r, counsel for the 


New England Power company, had 
suggested to the commission that it 
should urge the constitutional con- 
vention to recommend the adoption of 
an amendment 
of 
the 
constitution 


which would 
give 
the 
legislature 


greater authority to regulate the use 
of water power. 
He suggested 
that 


it would be advisable 
to 
authorize 


owners of private water powers to co- 
operate in their development, and he 
Would even go so far as to authorize 
certain owners on any given river to 
develop it, even though other owners 
might object, all subject to the ap- 
proval of a state commission. 


Mr- Snfford Opposed 


Mr. Safford thought- there might be 


great danger in such a scheme, be- 
cause some state commission might 
favor a development which, would be 
riot at all worth while, and under such 
an amendment as that suggested the 
commission could compel power own- 
ers to s° to an expense wholly out of 
proportion to any possible return. 


If the freshet waters of the Mer- 


rimack. for example, could he stored 
and sent down through the river dur- 
ing the hot summer months when the 
water gets very low, the proportion of 
water power to coal power could' be 
greatly increased, and it would, un- 
doubtedly prove a great boon to the 
whnle commonwealth. But the difficul- 
ty is that tremendous storage capacity 
would be required to hold those wa- 
ters, and it is not likely that a bas;n 
could be constructed for 
any 
sum 


which would make the project worth 
while. 


"One 
of the great mistakes in these 


discussions." Mr. Safford said, "is made 
by people who forget that many man- 
ufacturing plants have to use steam 
for purposes other than power. 
In 


certain of their processes they have 
to utilize steam, and since they have 
to make some steam anyway, it is sim- 
ply a question of how little they can 
manufacture economically. 
You can 


never do away with coal in our man- 
ufacturing plants; they can 
operate 


without water power, but they cannot 
get along •without a team power. 
The 


problem for you gentlemen is to bnl- 
nnce steam and water powor, and to 
determine just how much of each !s 
available and can be used economical- 
ly."

LONIDON, June S5—Germany and 


the Russian Bolahavlk government. In 
a secret convention regarding the lu- 
ture of Poland, have virtually agreed 
to co-operate In crushing Polish na- 
tionalist (aspirations. Details 
of the 


treaty bjlve been printed in the news- 
paper Tpe Nation's Voice, of Cracow, 
GaUciaJ according to a despatch to the 
Times from Milan. 
The Bolshevik government pledged 


Itaelf (to recognize Austro-Gcrman 
heg«m6ny In Poland and to aid in 
datcndkng it against the former allies 
of Riuuia. 
The Cracow newspaper described the 
treaty j as 
a. "scandalous document. 
showing the treachery of the Bolshe- 
vlki and the baseness of the Germans." 
It gives the gist of the eight arti- 
cles or the agreement as follows: 
First—The Polish policy shall be 


conducted by Germany. 
Second—The Russian 
government 
pledges itself not to interfere with the 
organisation of Poland. 
ThirU—The Russian government may 
keep ilk touch with democratic and rev- 
olutionary clubs in Poland 
through 
agitators known to the German infor- 
mation bureau. 
Fourth—The sending of agitators to 
Germany and Austria shall be suspend- 
ed by the Russian government. 
Fifth—Russia shall exercise strict 
vigilance over Polish national groups 
so as;to prevent them from enlisting 
in the Russian 'territorial army. 
Sixth—Russia shall consider viola- 
tion of the frontiers of Lithuania and 
the Ukraine by Polish troops- as a 
declaration of war on Germany and 
Austria-Hungary, and shall aid in 
crushing such troops. 
Seventh—Russia shall prevent Rus- 
sian citizens from investing their own 
or French. British or American capital 
In any Industrial undertaking in Po- 
land. 
Eighth—Russia pledges Itself to rec- 
ognize the eventual new state of things 
to be creaetd by Germany and Austria 
in Poland and fo defend it against 
RuMla's former allies. 


There was great political unrest in 
Poland last February after the central 
powers and the Ukraine had signed 
their peace treaty providing for the 
annexation of the district of Cholm by 
the ^Ukraine, and while the Russo^ 
German peace was being completed. 
The PoUeh ministry at Warsaw resign- 
ed as a protest and there were strike 
outbreaks throughout Russian Poland 
and parts of Galicja." 
Meanwhile the Polish legion In the 
Russian army under General Mousnit- 
sky took up arms against the Bolshe- 
vikl when the latter attempted to-com- 
pel the Polish command to submit to 
their orders. There was bitter fight- 
ing for several days, but by the latter 
part of February, the Polish legion had 
been broken up.' By thai time also the 
unrest in Poland had died down. 
]3ut it flamed up again in a series of 
strikes in Russian Poland, particularly 
in the Dombrowa coal fields.

' ble that every Lowell man or woman 
who has applied .for coal will get overj 
ton he or she has applied for. soonei 
or later. It is only a matter of time 


The two-thirds phase has to do with 


immediate deliveries. No coal dealer 
is allowed to deliver more than two- 
thirds of the amount of coal which 
any one of his customers has applied 
for until he is given permission to do 
so by the fuel committee. When this 
permission is to be given is not known 
as it will depend wholly on instruc- 
tions received from outside the city. 
The government is making every ef- 


"' fort to have every city get its full share 


of coal and there is little cause for 
worriment on the part of any one.

THE IRISH SITUATION 


John Redmond promised a loya! Ire- 
land in the government's hand, but 
Redmond died and certainly his suc- 
cessor did nothing to make the promise 
food.—Boston Transcript. 


Redmond did promise a loyal Ireland 


when the home rule bill was finally 
passed and as he supposed certain to 
be put in operation; and Ireland gal- 
lantly made good that promise until 
Mr. Asquith, then premier.^without any 
justification whatever, gave Sir Ed- 
ward Carson a veto power upon the 
rights of Ireland, thus reversing ma- 
jority rule, violating England's stand- 
ing pledge since the days of Gladstone, 
*nd nullifying openly and deliberately 
A law of the realm duly enacted by 
the parliament and signed by the sov- 
«ign, giving Ireland legislative inde- 
pendence. 


That betrayal sent Redmond, the 


statesman, to his grave, smashed the 
ponstitutional party and not only dis- 
credited 
Redmond's 
successor, 
but 


caused a large proportion of the people 
to lose 
all faith 
in constitutional 


methods.. 


That action by Asquith followed by 


ethers even more aggravating to the 
Irish people, is indisputably responsible 
for the lamentable state of affairs un- 
der which an army of occupation is 
.held in Ireland and by that stupid 
»ct also the service of an Irish brigade 
of from SOO.OOO to 500,000 men has been 
lost to the cause bJ'th'e' Allies. 
" Ireland's inveterate enemies such as 
Sir Edward Carson, Chancellor Bonar 
Law and the other men who have dis- 
tinguished themselves as opponents of 
justice to Ireland have had an oppor- 
tunity to heap coals of fire on her 
head, so to speak, and they did it so 
far as they were able by misrepresen- 
tation and misstatements of fact. The 
Nationalist members were not present 
BO that the critics of Ireland knew 
they would not be answered oh the 
floor of the commons. 


One speaker after another referred 


to conditions in Ireland as if they had 
teen brought about without any prov- 
ocation and simply through pure cus- 
sedness and by participation in Ger- 
man plots. 


The fact is, that Carson, 
Asquith, 


Lansdowne, Bonar Law and other 
Tories and anti-home rulers are whol- 
ly responsible for the present state of 
affairs in Ireland. In 
view 
of 
the 


.treatment they received and all the 
circumstances involved it is not sur- 
prising at all that the Irish people 
have adopted the regrettable attitude 
of holding aloof from the war until 
England grants the home rule that 
was given them by the king and parlia- 
.ment as the culmination of a forty 
years struggle. 


Ireland was pouring out her blood 


even more lavishly than England in 
1914 
and 1915, but then Premier As- 


quith at the dictation of Sir Edward 
Carson undertook to shelve an act of 
parliament granting home rule to Ire- 
land, 
something 
unprecedented 
in

George 
Washington's Farewell Ad- 


dress. 


"We hold these truths to be self- 


evident, that all men are. created equal; 
that theyare endowed by their Creator 
with certain ^inalienable rights; 
that 


among these are life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness." 


Those old fellows who risked 
the 


halter by signing our Declaration of 
Independence did not declare that all 
Americans are created equal with cer- 
tain linalienable rights. No, their vis- 
ion took in "all men." 


Both AVashington and the congress 


of July, 1776, saw that Europe's vicis- 
situdes might become 
extraordinary, 


that slavery of Europe might some- 
time jeopardize the American liberty 
for which they were offering their lives 
and all else they had. 


Wonderful the vision and the wis- 


dom of those old Revolutionary heroes' 
The possibility which they foresaw has 
arrived. Americans cannot 
be born 


equal, cannot possess the unalienable 
rights of life, liberty and the pursuit 
of 
happiness with 
their European 


brothers under the heel of Prussian 
autocracy. It is our war even more 
than that of the British, the French 
or the Italian, for we fight to hold 
what 'we won with blood and treasure 
in our Revolutionary and awful Civil 


Its promisos. 


AH th« people are placed under a 


cloud by the acts of a few and while 
the government boasts that it has evi- 
dence of German plots, It refuses to 


- bring any 
of the men arrested to 


trial. 


Thus England and Ireland are both 


placed in a false light by the cowardice 
of the ministry in bowing1 to the dic- 
tates of Carson and the Tory element. 


It Is not too late to pacify Ireland. 


It can be done easily and quickly by 
announcing a decision to grant home 
rule despite the opposition of the fac- 
tion that ha.s caused all the trouble.

Excellency wants to go to the United 
States senate. 


The republican party has been very 


generous with Mr. McCall, but when 
the legislature refused to send him to 
the senate in 1912, we feel it accur- 
ately reflected the opinion of the party 
throughout the state and the contest 
which the governor has now precipi- 
tated is not likely to result in any 
change.

Germany and Russian Bol 


shevik Government Plan 
to Crush Poland 


Paper Calls Treaty a "Scan- 


dalous 
Document"—The 


Eight Articles 


LONDON. June 28—Germany and 


the Russian Bolshevik government, in 
a secret convention regarding the lu- 
ture of Poland, have virtually agreed 
to co-operate in crushing Polish na- 
tionalist aspirations. Details 
of the 


treaty have been.printed in the news- 
paper The Nation's Voice, of Cracow. 
Galiuia, according to a despatch to the 
Times from Milan. 


The Bolshevik, government 
pledged 


itself 
to 
recognize Austro-German 


hegemony in Poland and to aid in 
defending it against the former allies 
of Russia. 


The Cracow newspaper described the 


treaty as a 
"scandalous 
document, 


showing the treachery of the Bolshe- 
viki and the baseness of the Germans." 


It gives the gist of the eight arti- 


cles of the agreement as follows: 


First—The Polish policy shall be 


conducted by Germany. 


Second—The 
Russian 
government 


pledges itself not to interfere with the 
organization of Poland. 
. Third—The Russian government may 
keep in touch with democratic and rev- 
olutionary clubs in 
Poland through 
agitators known to the German infor- 
mation bureau. 


Fourth—The sending of agitators to 


Germany and Austria shall be suspend- 
ed by the Russian government. 


Fifth—Russia shall exercise 
strict 


vigilance over. Polish national groups j 
so as to prevent them from enlisting 
in the'Russian territorial army. . 


Sixth—Russia shall consider viola 


tion of the frontiers of Lithuania an 
the Ukraine by Polish troops a 
declaration of war on Germany an 
Austria-Hungary, 
and shall aid 


crushing such troops. 


Seventh—Russia shall prevent Rus 


eian citizens from investing their ow 
or French, British or American capita 
in any industrial undertaking in Po 
land. 


Eighth—Russia pledges itself to rec 


ognize the. eventual new state of thing 
to be creaetd by Germany and Austri 
in Poland and to defend it agains 
Russia's former allies.

WASHINGTON, June 2,8—A regiment 


of troops in Gen. Pershlng's expedi- 
tionary iorccs has been ordered to 
Italy, probably as an advance guard 
of additional forces to be sent latei 
to complects the unity on that front 
of Italian, .British, French and Ameri- 
can troops. 


Secretary Baker announced yesterdaj 


that Gen. ^Pershing had been instruc- 
ted to select a regiment now in train- 
ing in France for immediate movement 


. to Italy. It will be replaced by 


regiment to be sent from the United 
States to fill up tha division from 
which it is drawn. 


The secretary's announcement per- 


miis for iha first time publication 
the projects that have been made un- 
der consideration here and were dia 
cussed with Gen. Persians- by cable be- 
fore a decision to send the first con- 
tingents to Italy from Franca was 
reached. The original plan was to use 
a part of the .nobile reserve of th< 
American expeditionary forces for th*.- 
Italian expedition, but later it appeared 
likely .that the movement would be 
made direct from the United States. 


"While there is good reason to be- 


lieve that the American forces in Italy 
will be augmented considerably'later, 
yesterday's announcement appears to 
make it certain that no direct move- 
ment from the United States at an 
early date is planned. It is known, 
however, that the suggestion has been 
considered that the Italian expedition 
be made entirely independent of Gen. 
Perehing's forces, although equally un- 
der the direction of Gen. Foch as su- 
preme commander, 


Tho nature of the discussion with 
;Gen. Pershing as to the Kalian venture 
has not been disclosed. The fact that 
he is selecting the first regiment to 
be sent, however, was taken as indi- 
cating that it resulted in a decision 
that a consolidated American force in 
France and Italy was the wisest solu- 
tion at present, at least.

WAGE INCREASE 


Wood'Pulp and Print Paper 


Workers Get Raise of 10 
Cents an Hour 


Equal Pay 
for Men 
and 


Women Doing the Same 


Kind of Work 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—Awsrd of 


a general wage increase of 10 cents an 
hour for workers in wood pulp and 
news print paper industries with equal 
pay for men and women doing the 
same work, was announced todayv by 
the War Labor board, which at tha 
same time made public a letter to the 
federal trade commission recommend- 
ing that news print paper prices re- 
cently fixed, be reconsidered to deter- 
mine whether there should be a further 
increase, to cover the advanced cost of 
production. 


The wage advances are binding-apon 


19 companies and affect .the member- 
ship of eight unions. The new scales 
running from 25 to ; 
J,3 per cent over 


schedules established in "October, 1917. 
give inside day workers the lowest rate 
of 38 cents per hour, increasing-" for 
more skilled trades to a maximum of 
50 cents per hour for mechanical re- 
pairmen. 
Eight hours-are made a day 


for mill workers and nine hours for 
employes outdoors, with time and one- 
half for overtime. An arrangement is 
made for revision of the scales on/Jari- 
uary 1 and July 1 of each year in ac- 
cordance with the rise or decline o£ 
commodity prices. 


Notifying the trade commission of 


the advance, the letter, sig'ned by Joint 
Chairmen Taft and Walsh, said: 
v 
"The National War Labor board in 


rendering its decision relative to work- 
ing ' conditions and additional 
com- 


pensation to be paid by the news print 
paper manufacturers to their employes, 
which said decision will 
measurably 


increase the cost of production of news 
print paper, feel constrained in sim- 
ple justice to thf parties in interest to 
most 
respectfully 
request 
that the 


cause involving the fixing of the selling 
price of news print paper recently de- 
cided by your honorable commission, 
be reopened and that your honorable 
commission reconsider your finding in 
said case with a view to determining 
whether our award in this submission 
should acquire an amendment of your 
finding." 


A minimum of S.01 cents .a pound 


for news print paper was fixed June 19 
by the federal trade commission, the 
previous figure having .been three 
cents. 
In its wage award the labor board 


declares the new scale is based en- 
tirely upon increased cost of living. 
It orders recognition of the rights'of 
workers'to'organize, and fixes four holi- 
days for each year—July 4, Labor day, 
Thanksgiving, and Christmas. A-rec- 
ommendation is made, for an. investi- 
gation by the workers and employers, 
which will classify types of work in 
the mills and establish differentials in 
wages within six months. ^

STATE HOUSE, Boston. June 2S.— 


Arthur T. Safford. chief engineer for 
the Locks and Canals company, was 
fine of the speakers who addressed the 
EPLCI-U commission or. water resources 
yesterday in relation io its investi- 
gation of the water powers of the 
commonwealth. Mr. Saft'ord urged the 
commission to make a tour of inspec- 
tion of the entire Merrimack valley, 
and especially to look over the sys- 
tem of canals from which Lowell mills 
•derive much of their power. 


Mr. Safiord said the industries of 


JUqnell require about 60,000 horse pow- 
,er for their operation; of this vast 
Quantity, an average of about 24,000 
horse power is furnished throughout 
the year by the river, and the remain- 
ing 36,000 comes from coal. 


He said the Lowell company would 


welcome additional storage facilities 
_st the head waters of the river, but 
those are in New Hampshire" out of 
.control of this state, and the prob- 
lem of apportioning fairly the cost 
of any increased storage capacity has 
always proven an insurmountable one. 


The improvement at Lowell, Mr. Saf- 


•ford said, was begun more than one 
hundred years ago. 
At that time the 


Stocks and Canals company went up 
into New Hampshire and began stor- 
ing water, but subsequently it wa? 
practically taxed out of the state, and 
control of the head waters passed into 
the hands of the WinnepesauKee Pa- 
•per company at Lacpnia, located on 
the Winnepesaukee river, which flows 
ijito the Merrimack at Franklin. 
The 


Locks and Canals company, he said, 
:has been served about as well through 
ine control of that company over the 
rrver as it would have been through 
direct ownership. 
~ W. Rodman Peabody, counsel for the 
New England Power company, had 
suggested to the cQmmission that it 
should urge the constitutional con- 
vention to recommend the adoption of 
•an amendment 
of 
the 
constitution 


•which would

legislature 


•greater authority to regulate the use 
of •water power. 
He suggested that 


it would be advisable

authorize 


Downers of private water powers to co- 
operate in their development, and he 
would even go so far as to authorize 
certain owners on any given river to 
develop it, even though other owners 
might object, all subject -to the ap- 
proval of a state commission. 
Mr. Safford Opposed 


Mr. Safford thought there might be 


great danger in such a scheme, be- 
cause some state commission might 
favor a development which would be 
not at all worth while, and under such 
an amendment as that suggested the 
commission could compel power own- 
;crs.to go to an expense wholly out of 
.proportion to any possible return. 


If the freshet waters pf the Mer- 


-rimack, for example, could be stored 
4nd sent down through the river dur- 
ing the hot summer months when the 
Crater gets very low, the proportion of 
"••water power to coal power could be 
cgreatly increased, and it would un- 
doubtedly prove a great boon to the 
whole commonwealth. But the difficul- 
ty Is that tremendous storage capacity 
would be required to hold those wa- 
fers, and it is not likely that a basin 
could be constructed for 
any 
aum 


which would make the project worth 
while. 


"One 
of the great mistakes in these 


discussions." Mr. Safford said, "is made 
by people who forget that many man- 
ufacturing plants have to use steam 
'for purposes other, than power. 
In 


certain of their processes they have 
to utilize steam, and since they have 
to make some steam anyway, it is sim- 
ply a question of how little they can 
manufacture economically. 
You can 


never do away with coal in our man- 
,ufacturing plants; they can operate 
•without water power, but they cannot 
get along without steam power. 
The 


problem for you gentlemen is to bal- 
_ance steam and water power, and to 
determine just how much of each is 
available and can be used economical- 
ly."
